When 
they were going towards the junction where 
the collision occurred, the "bus suddenly 
emerged from the side road and struck the 
motor car, making matchwood of it. Daniel 
Higgins was killed, and the other two men 
were injured, his client, who was badly cut 
and suffered fractures, being knocked un- 
conscious 

Evidence was then called, and the case 
for the plaintiff had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.

LABOURER’S “‘ CASTLE.” 


DECREE FOR DAMAGE TO 


PROPERTY. 


_ (BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Austin Mason, of Woodside, Sandyford, 
labourer, sued Michael McCabe, of Barna- 
culla, Sandyford, Co. Dublin, for damages in 
respect of injury done by the defendant to 
his (plaintiff's) household furniture. It 
uppeared that the defendant claimed to be 
the owner of the house, and songht to evict 
Mason ‘summarily. On July 5th the defen- 
dant entered the house and threw the rurni- 
ture out into the back yard, and in that wa, 
did it serious injury. It transpired that the 
owner of the house was the defendant's 
brother. 

The Judge aid that there Was no answer 
in law to the action. Mason’s house, he said, 
was as much his '' castle ' as was the finest 
mansion the “ castle’’ of its owner. ‘The 
defendant had unlawfully broken into the 
house and damaged the window and the fur- 
niture. He gave the plaintiff a decree for 
£5 and costs. i

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“BROTHER KILLED. 
oN FIGHT, 


TINKER SENTENCED: 
To THREE YEARS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

Charged’ with the murder of his brother, 
Michael, at, Ballyfreen, Co. ‘Limerick, on the 
night of the 28th or morning of the 29th 
ult., Patrick Quilligan, an elderly man of the 
tinker class, was found guilty of man- 
slaughter, and was sentenced to three years’ 
pena] servitude. 

The. body of the dead man was found, 
wrapped in a blanket, in an old shed on the 
lands of a farmer named Donovan, whith, 
counsel said, was used frequently by the 
‘travelling fraternity ” at night time. The 
accused man had given himself up to the 

lice, and confessed that he killed his 
rother with the héel of his hoot. There had 
been an argument, and a fight resulted. 

The medical evidence showed that there 
were no fewer than eleven wounds on the 
dead man's head, most of which could have 
been caused by: the heel of a boot. The man 
died’ from shock and hemorrhage, following 
the injuries. 

For the defence it was stated that the 
accused man was in a state of drunkenness, 
and was not aecountable for his acts. 

Giving evidence, Quilligain said that he and 
his brother always had ‘been on good terins. 
On the night of the 28th January they had 
several drinks together, and he could not 
remember anything after a certain point. 
However, he rémembered his brother asking 
him something and then knocking him down. 
When he got up he “drew on him” with 
his boot. The. next thing he remembered 
was making a bed on the. ground and bring- 
ing his brother in from the yard outside the 
shed. His brother refused to take off lis 
clothes, and the witness took off his boots. 
When he lay down he gave him a drink of 
water. He slept beside him on the floor, and 
when he woke up in the morning he found 
that his brother’ was dead.. He then went to 
the ‘barrack and gave himself up. He had 
no intention of ‘killing’ his brother. 

Captain Redmond, addressing the jury, sub- 
mitted that the accused man at the time of 
the occurrence had not taken so much drink 
as.to render him incapable of knowing what 
he was doing.

The Revenue Commissioners prosecuted 
John Eastwood, a bookmaker, of Seabank 
terrace, Dollymount, for failure to carry out 
the terms of a bond into which he entered 
on the 7th ult. so oe 

Mr. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s office), 
who appedred for the Revenue Commis- 
sinowrs, stated that on the 7th of January 
Eastwood, who had been prosecuted for a 
breach of the betting regulations, entered 
into a bond to pay the sum of £7 17s. 1d. 
by a certain date. After some ‘time had 
elapsed hó forwarded £5 to the Revenue 
Commissioners, but this was returned to 
him. 

Mr. Collins—The Revenue Commissioners 
do not’ take money on ithe instalment 
system ?

Proceeding, Mr. Clarke said that later on 
the defendant sent a money order for the 
full amount, bet this the Commissioners also 
returned.

OLD OFFENDER’S STORY. 

Patrick Carroll, Tailor’s lane, no business, 
and Christopher Mangan, St. Augustine 
street, and Sydney, Glasser,’ Martin street, 
both tailor’s pressers, were put forward on 
remand charged with being in unlawful pos- 
session of a revolver and four rounds of 
ammunition in Tailor’s lane about six weeks 
ago. Glasser, it will be recalled, was taken 
to the Meath Hospital suffering from a 
severe wound in the ‘hand, which he stated 
had been caused by the accidental discharge 
of the revolver, which he had in his posses- 
sion on the Harold’s Cross road. 

Mr. Cussen said that he was of the 1mpres- 
sion that the defendants had the revolver for 
the purpose of holding up people and raiding 
shops. Glasser would be fined £5, with four 
wecks to pay, or in-default two months’ im- 
prisonment, and Mangan would be fined 20s., 
with four weeks to. pay, or fourteen days in 
prison. 


Addressing. Carroll, he said that, be could 


not bel eve his story as to the manner In 
which he had come into possession of the 
revolver and ammunition, which he afterwards 
sold to Glasser. 

““I now turn to your record,” he went on, 
‘and find that in 1925 you were charged 
with a robbery while armed, and you were 
sentenced to twelve months imprisonment, 
with hard labour. In face of that do you 
still adhere to your story that you got the 
revolver and ammunition from a boy who had 
found it in the bed of the Liffey-?”’ 

Carroll—Yes, I do. 

Mr. Cussen—Then I will remand. you again 
in custody until Saturday next.

PROVINCIAL MILK. 


DUBLIN JUSTICE AND 
“4 SERIOUS CASE.” 


Patrick Maher, Greenwood, Whitehall, Co. 
Kilkenny, was summoned in the Dublin Dis- 
trict Court yesterday for. offering for sale 
on five occasions in January last milk which 
had been adulterated by the addition of 
water. One sample was alleged to have 
contained 28.2 per cent,. of added water. 

When it was stated that the milk arrived 
at Kingsbridge, the Justice (Mr. Collins) 
observed: “I am afraid that nine-tenths of 
the milk we get in Dublin comes from Kings- 
bridge.”’ 

The defendant said that he had been five 
years in business, and had been sending 
this milk to Dublin since the 1st November 
last. During the period in question‘ a cow 
was jn calf, and he had. to mix other milk 
with his own in order to keep up the supply. 

In reply to:the Justice, the defendant said 
that he was getting ls. 2d. per gallon for 
the milk at Kingsbridge from a man named 
Lyons, of Cabra. 

Mr. J. J. Cooke, a Corporation’ sanitary 
official, who brought the summonses, said that 
Lyons was getting 1s. 8d. per gallon. 

Mr. J. J. Early, for the defence, said that 
it was very hard on the defendant, as it was 
probably the added milk that was watered. 

Mr. Collins—Do not you think it is very 
hard on Dublin citizens? Anybedy who 
bought, milk from this man at Cabra ‘would 
believe that the cows were at Cabra. I am 
greatly afraid we dre getting a lot of pro 
vincial milk. This is a serious case. 

Fines totalling £26 were imposed by the 
Justice, who said that he was letting the 


defendant off lightly.

No 
sooner had the accident occurred thau 
Leonard Thomson, who was working dows 
in the hold, rushed up on deck, and, despite 
the fact that. he also was wearing a full- 
length oilskin coat and Jeather thigh boots, 
leapt overboard and succeeded iu reaching 
the. mate. 


CONTINUALLY SUBMERGED. 

Meanwhile, the sea washed the two men 
away from the drifter, and although a rope 
was thrown towards them by tbe crew, it 
failed to reach them. At least a quarter 
of an hour elapsed before it was possible ta 
throw a rr, ' to Thomson, who was still 
holding on to Bulley, and being continually 
submerged under the waves.

CABLES AND WIRELESS.

accelerated by the disclosure in 74. Timea 
newspaper, that the Post Office is developing 
a different system of wireless telephony, and 
contemplated agreements with the big Ameri- 
can telephone and telegraph company. There 
Was no convincing reply to this by the Post- 
master-General, and yesterday one of the 
London newspapers definitely stated that the 
Post Office had decided not to use the beam 
svstem. Subsequently the Postmaster-General 
announced in the House of Commons that the 
Government had decided upon a policy for 
overse»s telephony by concentration on the 
Post Office station at Rugby and the receivitig 
station at Baldock. Not unnaturally, the 
market for the stocks was weaker than ever 
yesterday, the “A” falling to 58—having 
touched a still lower figure—and the ‘‘ B” 
to 26. It may be recalled that soon after 
business sta‘ted in these securities the “H 
stock went to well above 100. The rejection 
by the Post Office of the Mareoni beam sys 
tem of wireless telephony means, of course, 
that the revenue of Cables and Wireless, Ltd., 
will be considerably smaller than was origin- 
ally anticipated. The present quotation of the 
“A” stoek, which is entitled to a dividend of 
74 per cent., suggests doubts whether much 
will be paid on this security for the first year 
or two, for if the maximum dividend were 
forthcoming the stock would yield nearly 13 
per cent.

Mr. William Harrison. ex-chairman of the 
Tuveresk Paper Co., in his reply to Mr. B, H. 
Binder gives a detailed defence of his finan- 
cial policy, and attributes his so-called 
dictatorship to the negligence of other 
members of the Board. Referring to Pro. 
vincial Newspapers, Ltd., he says:—In the 
early part of 1920 the Inveresk Co. amal 
gamated its provincial newspaper interests 
under new company called ‘ Provineial 
Newspapers, L4d.” with a capital of 
5,000,000. In connection with this amalga. 
ination Provincial Newspapers, Ltd.,  tem- 
porarily borrowed from its — batkers 
approximately £750,000, the intention being 
to repay this loan in the early stmmer of 
1929 by a Preference issue of that company. 
However, from the moment this provincial 
newspaper amalgamation was effected. 
attacks began to appear wiih marked regu- 
larity in various powerful newspapers 
against projected Provincial Newspaper 
issues, The result of these attacks was to 
discourage investment in the enterprise, We 
were advised to wait for a more favourable 
time. but before the contraet was signed the 
financial crisis in the London market and in 
America arose, which made all industrial 
issues during the remainder of the year 
impossible. One of the Inveresk bankers, 
however, from whom the conpany had a 
loan of approximately £550,000, suddenly 
demanded that United Newspapers, Ltd. 
‘the Daily Chronicle group) and the 
Provincial Newspapers, Ltd. (which had 
loans of £200,000 and £750,000 respectively) 
should immediately give mortgages to that 
bank for these loans, Ths was done, but 


these mortgages were cancelled some days 


later, the bank insisting that in considera- 
tion of such cancellation the company should 
cuarantee the said loans.

Sir George Clark, Bart., D.L., Chairman 
of the Board, who presided at the annual 
meeting of the Great Northern Company in 
the Grosvenor Hall, Belfast, expressed the 
hope that the tourist associations, North and 
South, would recognise the part that the 
railways are endeavouiing to play in making 
lreland a country attractive to tourists. 
There was a large attendance of shareholders. 

CHAIRMAN'S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman said :—Copies of the report 
and statement of accounts have been in your 
hands for some time, and, in accordance with 
the usual custom, I shall take them as read ; 
and, with your permission, I would like to 
review the geveral conditions and the results 
which have been achieved. As I stated on a 
former occasion, railway balance sheets 
largely reflect the general trading conglition 
of a country, and our results, now before you, 
would seém to indicate that in the district 
which we serve trade, on the -whole, only 
marked time. At the beginning of last year 
there were signs of an improvement in trade 
all round: but now, owing to a lack of con- 
fidence, largely induced, | believe, by fears 
of increased taxation, there has been a very 
definite set-back, and at the moment the 
outlook is far from bright, However, we live 
in hopes of benefiting from the experience we 
are having to go through. 

When you examine our accounts you will 
notice that gross receipts in respect of rail 
way working (Account No, 10) show a de- 
crease of £13,595 compared with 1928. The 
falling off in revenue from passenger trafhe 
was £11,655, while, I am glad to say, there is 
an ineréase of 268,000 in the numbers carried 
The decrease in the money receipts is, to a 
large extent, due to the reductions which had 
to be made in the fares on account of the 
numerous “bus services competing with us 
Another feature is the continued contraction 
in the numbers of tickets issued for first and 
second-class travel. At the same time, organ 
ised excursion traffic. at popular prices, during 
the summer months continues’ to expand 
satisfactorily and has shown good results. 

MERCHANDISE RECEIPTS, 

Our merchandise receipts show the small de 
crease of £873, while the tonnage 1s down by 
1.737 tons, but owing to the saving of £1,122 
in the expenses of collection and delivery the 
net result shows an increase of £249. ‘There 
were increases in the quantities of India corn 
and artificial manares carried of 9,000 and 
7,000 tons, respectively; but there were de 
creases of 5.000 tons of oats, 3,700 tons of 
flour and 5,000 tons of potatoes. The British 
market for potatoes has heen glutted 
during the past year with supplies from 
foreign sources, much to the detriment of 
the interests of the farmers in this country, 
and, in turn, of our interests Carriers ; 
whilst a counter-effect of course, 
that less cattle-feeding foods are being 
imported. Coal traffic increased by 26,656 
tons, or 8 per cent., and £5,000 in receipts, 
the improvement being due, to some extent, 
to merchants and others laying in stocks in 
anticipation of a possible advance in price. 
Other minerals (chiefly sand and bricks) 
show a substantial increase of almost 30,000 
tons, or 28 per cent., and £5,500 in money. 
The live stock numbers have decreased by 
11,000, and the receipts by £2,700. 

Now, if vou will turn to the expenditure 
figures, you will observe that railway work 
ing costs decrease of £39,305, made 
up mainly of £18,200 in the ‘outlay 
maintenance of permanent way and works, 
£11.420 in traffic expenses and £12.600 in 
rates, due to our having had, for the full 
twelve months, the benefit of the revised 
valuations of our property, to which I alluded 
when addressing vou a vear ago. ‘There is 
also a saving of £6,472 in the cost of rolling 
stock repair, largely the result of our having, 
during the past couple of years, brought the 
works at Dundalk up to date bv the intro- 
duction of modern machinery, and this, | 
am glad to say, has materially reduced 
costs and improved output. 

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

Some of you may not be aware that the 
whole of our plant at Dundalk is now elec- 
tvically driven, and in this connection we 
are hoping to secure substantial benefit this 
year. when power will become available from 
the Shannon scheme. I should like to men 
tion that, by the courtesy of the Free State 
Government, your directors were afforded an 
opportunity of inspecting this great under 
taking, and we were much impressed not only 
with size, but with the thoroughly 
efficient manner in which the work has 
been executed. 

Of the increase of £4,537, or 14 per 
in locomotive: running expenses, coal 
account for about £4,200, due to slightly 
increased constimption and somewhat higher 
contract prices, also to the fact that we 
are making comparison with extremely 
favourable figures for 1928. We cannot close 
our eyes to the probability of a bill being 
passed by the British Government in the 
present session, the main object of which is 
to reduce the miners’ working day. In that 
event it is to be feared that the price of 
coal may he increased. Railways use a 
large quantity of coal. It is very dishearten- 
ing and unfortunate, to sav the least of it, 
that anv legislation likely to increase costs 
should be adopted at a time when the 
trade of the country is in such a denressed 
condition, and when special efforts are being 
made in all trades to reduce costs and in- 
crease outpul. You will note there is an 
increase of £3,946 in general charges, the 
major part of which arises from increased 
contributions to the Wages Staff Pension 
Fund, to which subject I shall refer later. 


INCREASED NET RECEIPTS. 

The net’ railway receipts amount to 
£271,430, or £25.709 more than those for 
1928. By afding the net miscellaneous ve 
ceipts and the net receipts of the hotels. 
refreshment tooms and dining ears, as well 
as the small balance from the “bus opera 
tions, and deducting interest, rentals 
other fixed charges, the balance earned m 
the vear was £106,237. This amount falls 
short of the £121,000 required fo pay a 
dividend of á per cent., and the Board 
propose, with your consent, appropriating 
£15,000 from the Government Compensation 
Fund to meet the deficit, leaving the amount 
carried forward to the next account £54,614. 

You will remember that, last wear, Í in 
formed you of the directors’ intention to 
embark upon an important venturé in the 
operating of our own tfroad motor services, 
and the results of the year’s working appear 
in Account No. 11, where you will observe 
that, out of a reventa of £51,330, there re: 
maine a credit balance of £305. Taking into 
account the difficulties to be overcome in 
embarking upon a scheme of this magnitude, 
and remembering that several of our services 
did. not commence until after the close. of 
the summer séason, also bearing in mind 
the competition which prevails on_alinos' 
every route, I think you will agree that the 
results of this venture are,:on the whole, hot 
titsatisfaetéry. Onur principal object is, as 
I explained, to run the “buses as “ feeders,” 
and, where necessary, giving supplemental 
gervices to the railway, co-otdinating them, 
as far as possible, with the: trains, and this 
we have. endeavoured to accomplish, as fa) 
as the competition to which I have alluded 
has permitted. We have been pioneers in 
granting facility of inter-availability of rail. 
way and road tickets. This is growing in 
popularity with the public using our services, 
and we are, in addition, giving combined 
train and road tickets, enabling journeys to 
be undertaken partly by road and partly by 
rail. It may interest you to know that our 
road services cover a route mileage of 535, 
which is not far short of our railway 
mileage. We have at present 65 ‘buses in 
use, and & further 20 on order, ant several 
garages equipped with modern plant have 
been provided on our own property. 

THE 'BUS TRAFFIC. 

In connection with ovr ‘bus traffic, we re- 
cently were afforded an opportunity of acquir- 
ing, on reasOuable terms, the extensive and 
substantially constricted premises, No. $ 
Lower O'Connell street, Dublin, which will 
fill the long felt need of a city office, where 

assengers by tail or road will have every 
facility for their convenience and comfort. 
In addition to a booking office, it is intended 
to have waiting and cloak rooms, also a 
parcel office, and as the premises adjoin Eden 
quay, from Which ot vations "bus services 
radiate, we are hopeful that the accommo- 
dation we are providing will materially assist 
in the development of our business. Our 
motor lorry services, to which T also alluded 
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have, so far, justified the experiment, and 
we intend to augment the fleet, for the par- 
pose of opening up new centres, and we pro- 
pose to increase, where necessary, the number 
of lorries already provided ‘at the various 
stations. 

Last year, you will remember, I explained 
the main features of the bill which the 
Northern Ireland Goyernment then intended 
to introduce in regard to de-rating of certain 
properties. The bill, in due course, became 
an Act, and is at présent in operation, and 
the railway companies in Northern Ireland 
are being relieved of seventy-five per cent. 
of their hability for local rates, which amount 
is paid over over to the Government. Re- 
bates of 10 per cent. of the freight charges 
on all consignments of certain traffics within 
Northern Ireland are, consequently, allowed, 
which concessions are, in turn, re-imbursed 
to the company by the Government. The 
total amount repaid in respect of such re- 
bates during last year was £12,000. It is 
yet too early to say what effect this policy 
will have in stimulating traffic. 

THE HOTELS. 

While the net receipts from the hotels and 
refreshment department, as a whole, show a 
reduction of £564, those of the two hotels 
were better, the falling off being in the re- 
freshment room business, and mainly due to 
the lower price charged to our customers. 
Although the hotels are not, so far as the 
railway is concerned, entirely fulfilling the 
purpose for which they were originally pro- 
vided, in that a large number of the visitors 
now travel to them by foad, instead of by 
rail, your directors feel that, in the business 
of hotel accommodation, it is our duty, in 
ihe interest of the tourist development of the 
country, to maintain your hotels as first class 
establishments. In pursuance of this policy, 
we are about to undertake extensive altera- 
tions, both at Rostrevor and Bundoran; In- 
cluding in the scheme for the latter, addi- 
tional bedrooms and a spacious new dining 
room, as well as the provision of hot and 
cold running water in tue bedrooms, with a 
modern system ot central heating, making 
them more comfortable and up-to-date. 

[ hope that the Tourist Associations, both 
North and South, will recognise the part we, 
in somewhat difficult circumstances, - are 
endeavouring to play in making Ireland, with 
its delightful scenery, bracing climate and 
interesting historical monuments and asso- 
ciations, a country attractive to tourists, 
Very fine new motor vessels and steamships 
have lately been placed on the services from 
Liverpool, Heysham and Holvhead to Belfast 
and Dublin, and the fears of a sea journey to 
Ireland are now largely overcome by the 
luxurious accommodation provided by these 
large modern ships, and we hope that the 
enterprise of the companies who have pro- 
them wil! rewarded by increasing 
between the two islands.

the trade union representatives and 
manacers with a view to seeing 
whether a scheme could be devised which will 
he free from most of the objectionable 
features in the present machinery, and nego- 
trations are still proceeding. It may not be 
out of place to mention here that the British 
railways had the advantage during the past 
year of an all-round reduction of 24 per cent. 
in the salaries and wages of their staff, which 
has not so far been applicable to the Irish 
railways. 

TRACK MAINTENANCE. 

As stated in the report, our Engineer, Mr 
i, A, Campion, retired on superannuation on 
Ist July, and I should like to say—with 
which [ am sure you will agree—that our 
track was admirably maintained during his 
administration. Mr. Campion was greatly 
esteemed by us all, and we wish him many 
yoars of enjoyment of a well-earned retire- 
ment. Mr. (0. B. Howden, his stecessor, 
whom [ am sure you will welcome here to- 
gay, comes to us with the hichest qualifica- 
tions, and is already fully justifying his selec 
tion. Although it is now over eleven years 
since the war terminated, very little progress 
has as yet been made towards industrial re- 
The considerable change in the flow 
of international trade, partially in consequence 
of the raising of tariff walls. has detrimen- 
tally a ffec ted export industries. This 
contraction in business naturally reacts upon 
the home market. The producer, although 
handicapped by the serious shrinkage in trade, 
has to struggle under a heavy burden of taxa. 
tion to cover, not only war debts, but to 
provide doles for the unemployed worker and 
State Post-war conditions have 
substantial increase in the 
standard of living, which has helped to main 
tain wages generally at an uneconomic level, 
having regard to the market value of pro 
duction. If these are to be maintained, and 
the. business of the country restored to its 
full pre-war vigour, output must be consider 
ably increased. 

With regard to the future, the present year 
has opened not too well: and all ] say 
regarding the prospects is that we hope we 
seen the worst of bad times, but 
While existing conditions remain our 
policy must continue to be that 
of endeavouring to regulate expenditure with 
income. The aftermath of the Great Wat 
brought fn its train a multiplicity. of ills, 
many of which, unfortunately, are still with 
tis. The commerce of our country has been 
engaged in a struggle for its very existence, 
and if, at times, we have ea and made 
ready to greet the dawn of better days, it 
has been our lot only to see clouds of depres- 
sion once more gather darkly on the trade 
horizon, Sul great adversity is calling 
forth greater. effort. Our manufacturers 
and agriculturists are Waging 4 courageous 
fight, and I hope and trust that in the not 
distant future trade will once again revive, 
and that we, as a transport organisation, will 
be called upon to play our part in an eta 
of renewed prospérily,

THE IRISH SAWNY 
BEAN. 


A ROGUE’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 
—————— 


(BY “W.S.W.") 


* Those, in fine, were the brave days when | 
Coaches were stopped by highwaymen. 


vs sympathies are all with the high- 

waymen. The gay tinsel of adven- 
ture garbs them in more pleasing colours 
than. the sad and sombre tints of 
respectability. The gentlemen of the 
roads—the Dick Turpins and Beau 
Brocades of truth and fiction—gain a 
niche in the temple of the world’s darlings 
not from their own efforts, but from those 
of their prey. Poor enough creatures 
most of them, their names are now tokens 
of adventure and romance for the children 
of all ages, and the terror which they 
inspired is forgotten. Untrue to Shake- 
speare, “ the evil is interred with their 
bones.’” 

Ireland was no freer from highwaymen 
than England. The dictionary tells us 
that a rapparee was “ an Irish plunderer, 
a highwayman.’’ So late as the year 
1730 a highwayman called Collyer used to 
lic in wait on the Drogheda road, but the 
heyday of Irish highwaymen was a 
generation before that. 


A RAPPAREE REFORMED. 


About 1720 there was livin: at New 
Ross a respectable Revenue official, whose 
autobiography was the delight of half the 
boys of Ireland. His name was James 
Freney. This respectable official was a 
mean-looking fellow, pitted with small- 
pox and blind in one eye—hardly a Beau 
Brocade, one would imagine. Yet this 
respectable official had, not so many years 
before, been the terror of the Kilkenny- 
Clonmel road; and was not his biography 
inspiring a thousand youthful hearts, and 
did not the natives point out “ Freney’s 
Tree ” on that same Clonmel road? 

James Freney was born in Kildare, 
where he showed a natural aptitude for 
anything but work. He was the leader of 
all the ne’er-do-wells of his neighbour- 
hood, whom he soon trained into an 
obedient band, whose object was first 
house-breaking, and then highway 
robbery. They had soon exhausted the 
limited possibilities of the former, and 
then acquired a system for the latter. 
Certain of the band were trained as 
scouts, whose duty 1t was to report the 
appruach of prosperous travellers, stage- 
coaches or carriers’ waggons with valuable 
goods, Freney and his band then lay in 
wait for them, surrounded them, and 
carried them off to the mountains. One 
of the captives was then sent back with 
particulars of the ransom demanded. 


A DESPERADO AT BAY. 


On one such occasion a man was sent 
back to Waterford to collect a ransom of 
one hundred and fifty pounds. instead of 
which he collected a posse of merchants 
and soldiers. One of the scouts perceived 
their approach and warned the band, who 
immediately scattered. Freney chose a 
furze covered cleft in the rocks, and, lying 
down fully armed, waited for the pursuit 
to die away.. Unfortunately, the search 
was unduly protracted, and sleep over- 
powered the brigand chief. Presently the 
pursuers were startled by sonorous snores, 
and, encircling the hiding place, began to 
fire into it. The sleeper was rudely 
awakened by what seemed a minor earth- 
auake; but he lay low, until the enemy, 
getting no response, dgew near. At that 
moment the dead man awoke, and Freney 
dashed among them, firing his pistol to 
right and left ; and merchants and soldiers 
took to their heels, leaving him a bloodless 
victor. 

Gradually the band diminished throug 
the course of the next few years, until only 
Freney and one man, Bulger, were left. 
One day these two were surrounded in a 
lonely cabin, and, in making their eseape, 
Bulger was badly shot in the leg. There. 
upon Freney, realisinz that escape was 
hopeless, picked up Bulger and carried 
him to their attackers. The thought of 
the numerous times on which Bulger ha-l 


saved him seems never to have trouble! 


his adventurous soul. For this ‘act of 
daring he received an officin] pardon, and 
the aforesaid comfortable Revenue post. 


Despite this, his autobiography was a 
favourite among the vouth of that generr-. 
tion, even to the exclusion of the morc 


famous William Crotty. 
CROTTY’S HOLE. 


In the south-east of the Comerah 
Mountains in West Waterford ig the 
famous “ Crottv’s ole.” This consisted 
of a central cavern, off which branched 
three smaller caves. Round this cave 
were centred many ruwours and wild 
tales; for this was the den of William 
Crotty, the most daring, powerful and 
avile of the highwaymen of that day. The 
most notable of these storics was that tne 
smaller chambers of Crotty’s Hole were 
used for the storing of human flesh, since 
he was rumoured to be a cannihal, and 
was nicknamed the Irish Sawny Bean. 

Despite this reputation, Crotty was 
popular with the farmers and youth of ile 
neighbourhood, joining in any game that 
was forward at the moment. He seems to 
have been a handsome, reckless dare-devil, 
kindly enough at heart; for he gave treet) 
to the poor.. However, though strong in 
the arm, he was thick in the head. and 
his confederate, David Norrice, was the 
motive power in all their schemes. Norrice 
oiten spurred him on to deeds of cruelty, 
and once, for a bet, he fired throngh a 
window and hit a man in the mouth just 
as he was in the act of putting a glass to 
his lips. 

A more creditable story was that of the 
occasion on which he “held up” a 
fashionable dinner party, and ordered the 
servant to hand him the silver. On. the 
next day he heard that the servant haa 
been arrested as his accomplice; se he 
returned td the house and gave back he 
booty. ‘‘ Now,” said he, “ give me back 
the plate, and remember that it was you 
yourself who gave it to me.” 


NEMESIS. 


Crotty’s final captor, a Mr. Hearn, 
pursued him determinedly for several! 
years, until at last he succeeded in bribing 
Norrice’s wife to betray her husband’s 
leader. One day she came to Hearn and 


said to him, “ The bird is in the nest.’’, 


Hearn made off to Crotty’s Hole, and 
called softly: “ William, come out.” 
Crotty, hearing his name called. came to 
the entrance, and received the full charge 
of Hearn’s pistol in the mouth. This was 
held up as the judgment of God for 
Crotty’s cruelty in the past. Crotty 
got away, but his pursuer followed him 
relentlessly, and captured him some days 
iater. It was natural in Crotty that, 
though he might have killed Hearn on 
many occasions, he never did; for he nad 
been brought up in his father’s house as a 
servant. | 
Crotty was sentenced and beheaded at 
Waterford on the 18th March. 1624, in 
company with three other highwaymen, 
Stackman, Cashman and Hierly. It is 
said that during the weeks in which his 
head remained on the spike over the jail 


the hair grew luxuriantly. 
“This was the finish of Beau Brocade.”

Luke Ruan of Rush. 


It is a curious fact that most Irishmen 
who have been prominent as sailors came 
from the Eastern ports. During the 
American War of Independence one of the 
most celebrated and resourceful captains 
of privateers was Luke Ryan, who was 
born in the village of Rush. 
adventurer held his commission as 
commander of the privateer, Black Prince. 
from the French Government. For years 
he preyed on British shipping, but was 
eventually ‘rounded up and tried as a 
pirate at the Old Bailey. His execution 
was ordered on four occasions, but .a 
certain respect for his prowess, backed by 
international considerations, secured his 
reprieve. On the conclusion of peace, 
the Court of Versailles was successful in 
having Ryan set at liberty. 
amassed a fortune of £70,000 in prize- 
money during the war, and this amount 
had been deposited with a banking firm 
at Roscoff in Brittany, When Ryan went 
to claim it, however, he found that his 
tankers had converted the money to their 
own use, well knowing that, as a convicted 
pirate, he could not sne for the recovery 
ot his fortune. The career of this daring 
seaman ended in the King’s Bench

Old Belfast Streets. 


Street names in Belfast have changed 
with the same bewildering rapidity as the 
general character of the town, and most 
of the better-known titles are of quite 
recent origin. Thus Cow lane disappeared 
with the construction of Victoria street; 
Church lane has taken the place of School- 
house lane, where Lord Donegall estab- 
lished the famous old Belfast. School; 
High street (the very core of old Belfast) 
is no longer familiarly called Front street, 
as distinct from Ann street or Back street ; 
Shamble street, or the Shambles, has 
become Corn Market; the Parade, chosen 
because of its great width for military 
displays, is now Castle place. Among the 
older names of doubtful origin is Peters- 
hill, which appears sometimes as “ Pettrs 
Hill,” and sometimes as ‘‘ St. Peter’s 
Hill,” and was, in 1668, a settle- 
ment outside the North Gate of the town. 
Waring street takes its name from a well- 
known North of Ireland family, who were 
great merchants and tanners in the seven- 
teenth century. Arthur street, Arthur

Arthur Chichesters, successive Earls of 
Donegall from 1647-1799, 


Che Family of Joy. 


In Joy’s entry and Joy street one sees 
the name of a family to which Belfast has 
shown itself sratetal with good cause. The 
origin of the Belfast Joys is not certain 
Several Huguenots who settled in Northern 
Ireland bore the name of Joyeuse, and a 
Captain Henry Joy is said to have come 
over with that Sir Arthur Chichester 
whom Essex created Governor of Carrick- 
fergus and of the two Clanneboys. With 
Francis Joy we are on sure ground. He 
it was who, in 1737, established the Belfast 
News-Letter, who introduced the manu- 
facture of paper into Ulster and was all 
his life an upright advocate of political 
reform. His daughter Ann married 
Captain John McCracken, and one of her 
sons was that Henry Joy McCracken who, 
thrust into a pos: ion of command by the 
defection of the ‘‘ cowardly directors,’’ led 
the insurgent troops in the forlorn hope of 
the Battle of Antrim. I have referred in 
these notes to the part played by the 
McCracken family as pioneers of the 
cotton industry in the North. Francis 
Joy had two sons, Robert and Henry, both 
of whom were esteemed for their interest 
in all charitable and educational projects 
in the rapidly developing social life of 
Belfast. Robert was an enthusiastic pro- 
moter of the cotton industry, and estab- 
lished it in the old Poorhouse. Henry, 
one of the most enlightened and respected 
citizens of his time, was a man of wide 
interests. and an able Q.C., who became 
Lord Chief Baron Joy. 


Ghe Donnellan Lecturer. 


Professor John Scott Haldane, F.R.S.. 
who is coming to Dublin to deliver the 
Donnellan Lectures, is one of the best 
known scientists in English academic life. 
He is prominent almost equally by his 
work as university professor and as a 
writer on scientific matters, and his 

abilities have been 
recognised in many 
Ways, particularly 
in the conferment of 
degrees and his 
appointment to serve 
on various’ Royal 

Commissions, 
Two years ago he 
SS Was appointed a 
Companion of 
Honour, and he is a 
Fellow of the Royal 
Society. He is a 
told medallist of the 
Institution of Mining 
Engineers and of the 
Roval Society, and in the medical world 
he is known as the holder of the Raly 
Medal of the Roval College of Physicians 
and the Gold Medal of the Royal College 

of Medicine. 

Professor Haldane is widely known as 
a lecturer, and in 1927 he was honoured 
in being selected as Gifford Lecturer at 
Glasgow. For several years from 1921 
he was President of the Institution of 
Mining Engineers.

Another Ford Enterprise. 


While. Irishmen Rot MET G Cork- 
men in particular—have good reason to 
congratulate themselves upon the 
activities. of Mr. “ienry Ford, 1 am glad 
fo. see that the sister country is not 
forgotten by the colossus of the motor 
industry. A friend who has just visited 
the new Ford works a: Dagenham, on the 
bank of the Thames, gives me some 
remarkable particulars of that enterprise. 
Covering 300 acres, which will contain 
three miles of roads and ten miles of 
railway sidings, the new works are 
designed to turn out a quarter of a 
million vehicles yearly, and will employ 
more than 15,000 men. Perhaps, the most 
astonishing fact is that the electricity 
supply plant will have an output of 60,000 
horse-power—about half the output of the 
Shannon Scheme—and that this power 
will be generated from the dumps of house 
refuse which at present disfigure the 
district. I’ was reassured, however, to 
hear that there is no fear of rivalry 
between Dagenham and Cork, where, it iá 
expected, supplies of tractors for Europe 
will soon surpass the present output of 
several hundreds of machines weekly.

| Irish Pearls. 


Since writing the other day about Irish 
pearls, I have been discovering more about 
them. In his “ Description of Wexford,” 
written about 1656, Solomon Richards 
says, with reference to the River Slaney: 
‘““It ought to precede all the rivers of 
Ireland for its pearle fishing, which, 
though not abundant, are yet excellent, for 
musceles are daily taken out of itt about 
fowre, five and six inches long, in which 
are often found pearles for lustre, magm 
tude and rotundity not inferior to Orizntal 
or any other in the world. They have 
lately been sold by a merchant that dined 
this day with me for 20s., 30s., 403. and 
three pounds a pearle to goldsmiths and 
jewellers in London.” Other writers 
refer to the Owenriff in Galway, the Bann, 
and several of the streams in Donegal ani 
Tyrone, as rivers in which fresh-water 
pearls are occasionally to be found. As 
much as a thousand years ago remarkable 
specimens must sometimes have been dis- 
cevered ; for, in 1094, Gilbert. Bishop of 
Limerick, made a present of an Irish pear! 
to the Archbishop of Canterbury, who, as 
it happens, was no less a person than the 
great Anselm, ' 


Gift to Queen’s University. 


Professor Robert Mitchell Henry, Pro- 
fessor of Latin at Queen’s University, Bel- 
fast, and Secretary to the Academic 
Council, has made a munificent gift to 
the University, com- 
prising a thousand 
volumes of Irish 
history and typo- 
graphy, for which he 
has received the 
warm thanks of the 
Senate. 

Professor 
is the son of the 
late Rev. Thomas 
Mitchell Henry of 
Belfast, and this 
month reaches his 
57th birthday. He 
was educated at the 
Methodist Cellege 
and at Queen’s Uni- 
versity, and graduated at the Royal 
University in 1895 with first-class honours 
in Classics, subsequently taking his M.A. 
degree and a studentship in Classics. 

He is a member of the Royal Trish 
Academy, and in 1920 was elected Presi- 
dent of the Classical Association of Ire- 
land. He has also done valuable public 
work as Chairman of the Trades Boards 
of Ireland and as a member of the Senate 
of Queen’s University. Professor Henry 
has written much on Livy, and has been 
a frequent contributor to the Classtcal 
Review. 


An Incident in Grafton Street. 


One evening last week, writes a 
correspondent, a German motor car of the 
racing type was drawn up in Grafton 
street while the Guards were making some 
inquiries as to the credentials of the 
owner. I happened to be one of a number 
of people who were admiring the graceful 
lines and symmetrical design of the 
vehicle, so suggestive of power and speed, 
when my attention was attracted by some 
remarks made by an elderly woman 
immediately behind me. ‘‘ Just like the 
Dublin people,’’ she said, with a 
contemptuous sniff; “ they'll crowd to see 
anything, as curious as cats.” Having 
delivered this devastating criticism, and 
satisfied her own curiosity, she marched 
away. I do not think Dublin people are 
more inquisitive than the inhabitants of 
any other city, so that I am at a loss to 
account for the psychology that prompted 
the remark. Perhaps, the lady came from 
some rival town, and was merely anxious 
to show that she did not think much of 
us; or she may have been a survival from 
the days when it was considered a sign 
of indifferent breeding to appear 
interested in anything.

THE DONNELLAN 


LECTURES. 
SCIENTIFIC BIOLOGY, 


PROFESSOR HALDANE | 
AT TRINITY COLLEGE, 
FE Sam 


The first of this year's series of Donnellan 
Lectures at the University of Dublin was 
delivered in the Graduates’ Memorial Hall, 
Trinity College, yesterday afternoon. The 
lecturer for the present series is Professor 
J. 8. Haldane, C.H., F.R.S., Fellow of New 
College, Oxford, and Honorary Professor, 
University of Birmingham, who has taken as 
his. subject ‘‘The Theoretical Basis of 
Scientific. Biclogy.”” There was a large 
attendance. i 

The Provost presided, and, in introducing 
the lecturer, said that Professor Haldane 
belonged to a family that had distinguished 
itself in many different fields. It was not 
many years since his celebrated brother, Lord 
Haldane, had _ delivered the Donnellan 
Lectures. He had also a son who was making 
a name for himself in allied fields. All his 
family were good Scotchmen in this, that 
they were all philosophers. They approached 
philosophy not as professional philosophers. 
One was a chemist, one was a politician, 
whilst their lecturer was not only a 
physiologist, but had alsd interested himself 
in such questions as mining, life in factories 
and diving. It would not be surprising if he 
took them into deep water, possibly out of 
the depth of some of the audience. 

THE LECTURE. 

Professor Haldane, who was received with 
applause, said that mo one, perhaps, could 
appreciate more than he the honour of being 
asked to give the Donnellan Lectures at that 
old and celebrated seat of learning. 

‘Trinity College is associated with con- 
tributions to knowledge in every direction,”’ 
he said. “ There is, however, one Trinity 
College man of over two centuries ago to 
whose writings my thoughts often came back 
while I was preparing these lectures—George 
Berkeley, better known as Bishop Berkeley. 
It was Berkeley who, in modern times, first 
questioned the ultimate reality of what we 
regard as the physical world, and maintained 
that in some sense esse est percipi. 
Although there are now no_ philosophers 
who could call themselves Berkeleians, 
yet I think that if you listen to my lectures 
you will hear Berkeley’s questionings coming 
to life again, though in a different form 
from that which he gave them.” 

Proceeding, the lecturer said that the 
subject of his lectures was “The Theoretical 
Basis of Scientific Biology,”’ and biology was 
the science which <lealt with the phenomena 
of life. He thought the wording of the 
definition of great importance. They might, 
for instance, call biology the science which 
dealt with living matter or with living 
organisms. In either case they should con- 
vey in the definition a pre-supposition which 
seemed to him fatal to any satisfactory 
scientific treatment. s They should be pre- 
supposing that living organisms could be 
satisfactorily treated scientifically either as 
consisting of a peculiar sort of matter exist 
ing outside other matter, or as peculiar 
entities existing in a ‘for’ign environment. 
It was often regarded as self-evident that 
it was justifiable, or even necessary, to 
approach biology from the standpoint of one 
of those pre-suppositions ; but there was a 
previous question as to what scientific mean- 
ing could he attached to the conception of 
living matter, or to an organism apart from 
its environment. That previous question was 
analogous to that which Berkeley first raised 
at the beginning of the eighteenth century. 

SCIENTIFIC STUDY. 

He proceeded to analyse what they meant 
by the scientific study of any subject, and 
said that from mathematical, phvsical, and 
chemical treatises they learnt the general 
principles and axioms on which the cor- 
responding sciences were based, and the his- 
tory of the manner in which those principles 
were gradually discovered and built up 
by successive investigators. When, however, 
they came to the phenomena of life, the 
frinciples and axioms appeared by no means 
so clear. The relations between a living 
organism and its environment, and between 
the parts of a living organism seemed to be, 
at least on the surface, different from what 
they called physical and chemical relations. 
An organism seemed to be continuously 
adapted to its environment or its environ- 
ment to itself, and its parts to one another, 
ut such a way that during its life its struc- 
ture and activities were maintained in a 
manner which was characteristic of it, and 
‘was transmitted from generation to genera- 
tion. In biological sciences they were con- 
stantly using expressions which were either 
peculiar to biology, or used in a sense which 
Was pecuiiar. Such words as ‘“life,’’ 
“function,” ** organ,”’ ‘heredity’ 
were of that sort. 

When they asked how the conceptions and 
expressions used in biology were related to 
those used in the physical sciences they met 
with different answers. The answer which 
was most usual among scientific men till 
middle of iast century was that 
rganisms were different from any-

The lecturer next proceeded to consider 
the relation between a living orcanism and its 
environment. The environment micht seem 
to be constantly acting on the organism, and 
the organism on its environment. but thev 
found that the apparent action and reaction 
between organism and environment had a 
distineuishing character which prevented 
them regarding it as simply action and re- 
action, Both the apparent action and re- 
action were normally so co-ordinated that 
what they called life was maintained. In in- 
terpreting the phenomena they could net use 
the physical conceptions of action and tor- 
responding reaction. They must regard the 
phenomena as being the manifestation of a 
whole, and the whole was what thev called 
the life of the organism. When they examined 
organic structure and the structure of en- 
vironment closely they found that it was the 
expression of continuous co-ordinated acti- 
vity, and they could not separate ‘living 
structure from living activity, any more than 
they could separate the action of the 
environment from the reaction of the 
organism.

A FAMILIAR IDEA, 


It had long been a familiar idea that within 
an organism the relationship of the paris to 
one another and their mutual influences could 
be regarded as manifestations of the main 
tenance of the life of the organism regarded as 
a whole. In morphology maintenance of the 
mutual relationships of the parts, or of the 
general plan, had furnished the guiding con- 
ception in scientific investigation, and in 
more recent times that maintenance had been 
treated as evidence of common descent. In 
physiology there was always present the idea 
of the different organs as each performing a

MONEY-LENDERS.,

Sir,—The abuse that is being poured on 
the money-lender class overlooks the good 
old saying, “ Hear the other side.” Every 
profession or calling has its weeds, who do 
no credit to the more respectable members, 
It is easy to attack the money-lender when 
he is oppressing the very poor and exacting 
high interest for his loan; but it is forgotten 
how often this wicked oppressor has, by a 
timely advance, saved a home from being 
brokén up and whole families from being 
thrown on the rates. The money-lender is 
the only financier who takes all the risk. 
The banks are no use to the poor, and even 
their customers have to give security for 
overdrafts of any significance. The pawn- 
broker is, so to speak, paid in advance.

function necessary to the, maintenance ov! the 
whole. But alongside there had re- 
mained the idea that the environment 
of an organism could be —* as 
simply a physical and chemical environ- 
ment, as interpreted on Newtonian prin ipies, 
and that even within the organism the same 
physical and chemical conceptions were 2p- 
plicable, except in so far as there was inter- 
ference by an influence within the organism, 
which influenced accounts for the guiding 
conception. 

When they saw that not only were the 
Newtonian physico-chemical conceptions in- 
capable of representing the phenomena of 
life, but that the conception of life embraced 
the environment of an organism as well as 
what was within its body, the objections tu 
using it as the basis of biology disappeared. 
The conception of life corresponded simply 
to what thev observed. They perceived the 
relations of the parts and environments or an 
organism as being of such a nature that is 
normal and specific structure was actively 
maintained. That maintenance was what they 
called life. 

THE EXISTENCE OF LIFE. 

He wished to stress as strongly as he couid 
that the existence of life was the fundamen- 
tal axioin of biology. It was life that they 
were studving in biology and not phenomena, 
which could be represented by the causal con- 
ceptions of physics and chemistry. It had 
come to he commonly imagined that however 
distinctive the phenomena of life might ap- 
pear to be, that had simply arisen in the 
course of evolution by the process of natural 
selection. Such a point of view was not a 
coherent one, since natural selection itself 
presupposed the characteristic feature of life. 
Natural selection would be non-existent apart 
from the fact of hereditv, and heredity im- 
plied nothing less than the maintenance 
of specific co-ordinated living structure 
and activity which they called life. 
He thonght it would be generally admitted 
that, the gap between physico-chemical ideas 
and those of hiology seemed far less great 
now than it did twenty vears ago. Roughly 
speaking, they were now confronted at 
various points in physical investigation with 
fact which indicated the existence of co- 
ordination at the base of what was formerly 
believed to be capable of being interpreted 
mechanically in agreement with the 
Newtonian or UGalilean interpretation of 
visible and tangible reality. That was illus- 
trated by the discovery and interpretation of 
racio-activity and the study of radiation and 
the nature of atoms. 

In one direction there 
present no definitely known analogy 
between physical and biological pheno- 
mena, for atoms were not known [to 
reproduce themselves as living organisms did. 
Although they continued, for practical pur- 
poses, to make use of ordinary Newtonian 
physical and chemical conceptions, it was 
only for practical purposes that they were 
justified in doing so. Behind the conception 
of physical reahty there had loomed up a! 
every point a deeper conception, which was 
not alien to the biological conception. Hence, 
there was now no difficulty in assuming that 
life was not a mere product of physical and 
chemical conditions, as represented on 
Newtonian principals, but corresponded to 
what was more primary than those conditions, 
and had always been there. It was only an 
assumption of what they might call Newtonian 
metaphvsics that there must have heen a 
time when there was no life. However low 
down they might go in the scale of life, and 
however far back they might trace the de- 
velopment of life, it would still be life that 
they found. He could see no limit to further

THE SCIENCE OF BIOLOGY. 

The application of biological principles did 
not stop at the boundaries of what was 
imagined to be living, but extended over the 
whole environment. Life did not merely 
include relations within living organisms, but 
also relations to their environments. By

got: rid of the fatal difficulties associated 
with vitalism, whilst preserving what was of 
value in vitalism. They could, at the saine 
time, claim that biology was a science 
different from the physical sciences, because 


“It made use of a working conception which 


was different from theirs, and to which the 
casual conceptions of ordinary physics could 
not be applied. 

The world of biology was the same world 
as that of physics and chemistry. but that 
did not prevent its being differently inter- 
preted or perceived, provided they had 
realised that in no science were they seeking 
for ultimate reality, but only for a prac- 
tically useful way of interpreting or perceiv- 
ing their experiences. 

It remained to point out the practical 
applications and usefulness of specifically 
biological interpretation and the two follow- 
ing lectures would be concerned with that

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
SYSTEM OBSOLETE. 


Professor O'SULLIVAN, Minister fur 
Education, said that the bill had been at- 

ched because it introduced too much terri- 

ry to the city, and too little territory to the 
city. It was the intention of the bill that 
matters of general policy should be with the 
Couneil, and administration with the Mane- 
ger For instance, it would be for the 
Council to decide what housing schemes would 
be carried out, and the type of houses re- 
quired in a district, and to discuss the matter 
with the Manager. The Council would hold 
the purse. 

It. was possibly true that there might be 
obscurity as to the relative positions of the 
Council and the Manager, but reasonable 
amendments could be introduced to define 
clearly the function of hoth, 

There was dissatisfaction with the system 
of lecal government in the country. It 
was a system that had been inherited, and 
the dissatisfaction was not on the question 
of corruption, or whether the bodies were 
fit to carry ont the work—it was the com. 
plexity of the services which local govern- 
ment was now asked to carry on, It had 
originated and grown up in conditions very 
different from what prevailed now, and there 
was nothing democratic in its origin. It 
was being asked now to deal with problems 
far beyond what it was originally intended 
Lo Anat with. It was practically impossible 
for a system of local government established 
eighty years ago to be satisfactory to-day. 

BUSINESS MEN'S PART. 

lt seemed to him that the bill was at- 
tacked on account of its merits, and not on 
account of its demerits, and alsa on account 
of its good points te promote the future 
government of the City of Dublin. An 
attempt had been made to suggest that the 
bill was undemocratic, but he failed to see 
how that was Go, He knew that the 
party opposite could not, get away 
from the prejudice of confusing demo- 
cratic and British — institutions.

It was uot true to say these 
bodies were receiving increased powers; they 
were merely consolidating them, and he saw 
no reason why, if and when the time came, 
there should be any more difficulty in deal-

MR. T. M. HEALY SUMMONED

A settlement was announced in the Ulster 
King’s Bench Court yesterday of an action 
in which John Herlihy, of St. Nicholas 
oad, Upper ‘Tooting, London, 8.W., a 
journalist, sued the proprietors of the Derry 
Journal for damages for libel. 

Plaintiff's counsel (Mr. E. 8. Murphy, 
K.C.) stated that since 1911 Mr. Herlihy had 
heen one of the representatives of the Press 
in the Imperial House of Commons. He 
wrote a political pamphlet in 1916, 
tho two issues that arose in that 
action were, first of all, the authorship 
of that pamphlet, and, secondly, whether 
Mr. Herlihy had altered or departed from 
the views he expressed in 1916. It was agreed 
hy the defendants that the plaintiff was, in 
fact, the author of the pamphlet, and that he 
had not in any way departed from the politi. 
cal views of the pamphlet expressed by him 
in 1916.

Herlihy was not desirous of making money 
out of the action.

NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 

In view of the round-table conference in 
London to consider constitutional reforms, 
the leaders of all parties, with the excep- 
tion of Congressmen, realising the need of 
a solution of communal questions, com- 
menced their deliberations to-day.

DISTILLATION. - 
BELFAST MEN’S VLEWS.

_ The only way to put down poteen making 
is oY reducing the present iniquitous _ taxes 
on the trade, That is what Mr. James ‘(yle, 
a former member of Parliament, of Belfast, 
said at a complimentary banquet given in 
Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, last night, to Mr. 
Michael Corbett, the outgoing Chairman of 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protec- 
tion Association of Ireland. 

Alderman Byrne, M.P., Belfast, supported 
this view, saying that present taxation of 
the licensed trade was the cause of illicit 
distillation throughout the country. 

Mr. Peter McGovern, the present Chair- 
man of the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Protection Association of Ireland, presided. 

‘THE WAY TO PROSPERITY. 

Mr. John D. Nugent, proposing the toast 
of “Our Native Land,” said that the 
prosperity of Ireland meant the prosperity of 

fn proposing 
the toast of “Our Native Land” they in- 
cluded .sorth as well as South, and the only 
way in which they could secure’ the 
prosperity of the whole country was by the 
co-operation of both North and South. 
(Applause, ) 

Mr. 8. N. Dolan, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, respond. 
ing, said that one thing that the licensed 
trade had to be proud of was that they had 
created for themselves a genuine respect over 
all the country. They were handling a trade 
at which many people desired to throw stones, 
hut the considered opinion of the vast majo- 
rity was that the licénsed trade was in good 
hands and was managed in the best interests 
of the whole people. The country was coing 
ahead, but they could achieve prosperity only 
with co-operation from all sections, and the 
sooner the people all worked together the 
sooner Raw the country reach prosperity.

Mr. W. J. Fallon, Barrister-at-Law, said 
that there was a National movement in Ire- 
land long before 1916, and the head of it was 
the licensed trade, and but for a number of 
members of the trade throughout the country 
there would have been no Sinn Fein move- 


nent. 
OLD INDUSTRIES DYING. 

Mr. J. J. Ryan, proposing the toast of 
“Our Guest,” said that nobody had filled 
the position of Chairman with more ability 
than Mr. Corbett, who deserved well of his 
colleagues. 

Mr. James J, O'Neill, associating himself 
with the toast, said that he hoped that the 
Government would give some relief by 
way of reducing the burden of taxa- 
tion . on the licensed trade. While 
they were  subsidising new industries, 
they were letting old imdustries die out. 
‘the barley-growing industry, the brewing 
industry and the licensed traders’ industries 
were providing a large part of the taxation 
ot the country, and they asked their Govern. 
ment to give them some consideration in 
this generation. If the licensed trade failed 
ty» bring in the amount of taxation that they 
now were liable for, and if it were necessary 
io tax the peopte's bread and butter instead 
they would be heading towards a revolution 
in this country. ' 

Mr. 1. Lynch, Chairman of the Belíast 
and Ulster Licensed Vintners’ Association, 
vho followed, said that they took it for 
granted that when che two Governments 
were established in this country the licensed 
trade would have had a rest, but they found 
that they were disappointed, and in the 
North of Ireland they were worse than they 
had been. Speaking of prohibition, he said 
that he had seen in one half-hour in New 
York more drunkenness than he had seen 
in Ireland in one month. There were three 
‘speak easies’’ in New York for every 
licensed house in Dublin.

The question of the sale of historic docu: 
ments to Íorgign countries was raised in the 
tiouse of Commons yesterday, and the Prime 
Minister appealed to all persous who may be 
compelled to sell such documents to make the 
fact known, so that the documents may, if 
possible, be purchased for the nation. 

Sir Nicholas Grattan-Doyle (Conservative, 
Newcastle) asked the Prime Minister whethar 
his attention had been called to the sale to 1 
United States collector by the iioyal Institu- 
tion of Great Britain, of the Headquarters 
Papers of the British Army during the 
American revolutionary war; and whether he 
proposed to take any action to restrain the 
sale of British historical documents to per- 
sons in foreign countries. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—I have just heard 
of the sale of these papers. The papers form 
the subject of four volumes, published some 
years ago by the Historical Manuscripts Com- 
mission. So far as public despatches are 
concerned, J understand the Public Records 
Office have copies of the despatches to 
America, and originals of the despatches from 
America. The remainder of the collection 
consists of correspondence which passed in 
America, The question of taking steps to 
prevent the sale abroad of his- 
torical manuscripts has been con- 
sidered by successive Governments, 
but I regret that no practicable policy 
has, so far, heen found. Í consider, more- 
over, it is the duty of those possessing 
documents of national . historical value, 
should need arise for their sale. to give an 
opportunity for their retention in: this 
countyy Mr. Macdonald added that the 
transaction was wholly complete, and 
nothing could ba done. 

He appealed not only to officials, but to 
the whole public, in fairness to the nation, 
to disclose any intention to sell.

Sir Frederick Cleaver, President. of the 

Belfast Chamber of Trade, presided at an 
important. conference, which was held yester, 
day, between post office officials and 
prominent Belfast business men, to discuss 
the question of mail services between Great 
Britain and Bulfast. 
Mr. A. J. Ardern, the recently appointed 
Postmaster of Belfast, questioned as to the 
sorting of letters on ‘the: trains between 
Belfast and Dublin, said that when 
the sorting in transit service ceased 
on this side of the Irish Sea arrange- 
ments were made to increase the sortin 
facilities ' between London and Holyhead. 
Since pre-war days the quantity of corre- 
spondence—and in consequence the number of 
postmen—had increased so enormously that 
it was physically impossible to prepare. the 
whole of the letters between Dublin and 
Belfast. 

Discussing suggestions that the mails might 
with advantage be carried by way of either 
Stranraer or Heysham, Mr. Arden said that 
the former service was, on the actual working 
figures, somewhat more regular than the 
Holyhead service, hecause the train from 
Larne always waited for the arrival of the 
mail steamer, whereas the train from 
Dublin occasionally had to leave without 
the Holyhead mails. As regards the Heysham 
route, mails carried by this service were due 
at the quay at 6.30 a.m., but they could not 
be included in the first postal delivery unless 
they reached the post office by 6.40 a.m. at 
the latest. 

Sir Frederick Cleaver, in returning thanks 
to the Postmaster, said the question of the 
cost of the improvement of the sorting 
between Dublin and Belfast was a matter 
which he would bring before the Advisory 
Committee of the Ministry of Commerce.

COAL MINES BILL. 


THE COMMISSLONERS’ 
POWERS. 
a eave 


PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The House of Commons in Committee on 
the Coal Mines Bill to-day resumed considera- 
tion of the Government's new clause defining 
the functions of the Coal Mines Reorganisa- 
tion Commission. Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister 
moved an amendment designed to exclude 
from the Scape of reorganisation coal mines 
that are worked in conjunction with other 
industries under the clause. 

Mr. W. Graham declined to consider the 
proposal, as such a restriction could never 
be permitted in the scheme which the Govern- 
meant had in mind, 

Sir L. Worthington-Evans said that if it was 
really proposed that the Commissioners should 
have power to amalgamate mixed undertak- 
ings, 1t seemed to him that an entirely new 
position was being created. Mr, Runciman 
thought that the situation had better be 
faced at once, otherwise considerable diffi- 
culties would arise. 

After further discussion, Sir P. Cunliffe- 
Lister asked the Government if they would 
acvept a proposal to exclide from the pro- 
visions of the clause all colliery undertakings 
owned by other concerns for their own pur- 
poses. Labour members shouted *‘ No,” and 
they were supported by Captain Ernest 
Evans, who said that he thought it unfair to 
try to defeat the main purpose of the clause 
by a side issue. After all, there was an 
adequate safeguard in the provision that the 
Railway and Canal Commissioners should de- 
cide whether the amalgamation was an the 
national interest, 

Captain Todd mentioned the case of the 
Co-Operative Wholesale Society, which 
owned three pits in Northumberland. Under 
the clause, as it stood, he said, thousands 
of poor people would be liable to have their 
savings used to vedeem certain pledges of 
the Labour Party. Mr. Runciman thought 
that it would be possible to find words pre 
viding for a separation of intsrests; a 9 i 
wise there would be industrial confusion. 

Mr. Graham did not see his way to take 
any actron which would interfere with the 
discretion of the Commissioners, and on a» 
division the amendment was defeated by 303 
votes to 160. j 

QUESTION OF TRIBUNAL. 

Mr. Graham next moved a clause, the effect 
of which was to provide that, if the Com- 
mission considered that an amalgamation or 
absorption ‘scheme was expedient, and the 
owners did not agree, they should themselves 
submit a scheme to the Board of Trade. This 
‘was agreed to, and then Major Nathan 
proposed that the Coal Commissioners 
should be the only tribynal to decide whether 
a scheme was in the national interest or not. 

Sir P. Cunlifie-Lister protested that this 
would take away the jurisdiction of the 
Railway and Canal Commission; Mr. 
Graham, for the Government, declared that 
the amendment was ynnécessary, and it was 
rejected without a division. 

The Government accepted an amendment 
moved hy Mr. *Clement Davies to the effect 
that in amalgamations the value of the 
undertakipvg of every constitutent or absorbed 
company should be assessed on its true value 
and not on the financial basis of watered 
capital, He explained that this was a pre- 
caution against financial yaggling and was 
desicned to ensure that compulsion, if 
applied, must be fair to everyone. 

At 9.40 progress was reported, and the 
debate was adjourned until te-morrow, when 
Clause 1 of the bill, which deals with market- 
ing and the quota, will be taken. This is the 
most controversial part of the bill, and three- 
line whips have been sent out by all parties 
to secure the fullest possible attendance. 

INSANITY AND DIVORCE. 

Mr. Holford Knight (Labour, Notting- 
naam) asked leave to introduce a bill to 
amend the Law relating to Matrimonial 
Causes. He exvlained that the bill added to 
the grounds on which petitions for matri- 
menial relief may be founded, the ground 
that the respondent was incurahly insane, 
and had been continuously certified lunatic 
for five years. Relief, however, was with- 
held from a petitioner whose wilful neglect 
or misconduct had contributed to the in- 
sanity of his partner. 

The Rev. G. Lang (Labour, Oldham), in 
opposing the metion, said that the bil] at- 
tacked the problem of marriage and insanity 
at the wrong end. ‘The better course would 
be a real attempt to prevent the marriage 
of unfit persons and the birth of unfit chil- 
dren. He thought that there were already 
ample grounds for divorce. i

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

A considerable increase in the entries is an 
encouraging feature of the Belfast Musical 
Competitions, which were opened this morn- 
ing in the’ Assembly Buildings, Belfast. This 
year the total number of entries is 1,410, and 
that figure comprises 5,7&0 actual entrants. 
Eleven new classes have been added—eight 
choral, one for stringed instruments, and two 
for elocution. The entries for pianoforte com- 
petitions have been very large—480 in all; 
and in one competition the adjudicators will 
have to judge between the merits of no less 
than eighty entrants. A new item in the 
syllabus is the introduction of a camp fire en- 
tertainment competition fer Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides. 

In adjudicating on Class 122, verse-speaking 
for boys under the age of nineteen and over 
sixteen, Mrs Matthay said :-—‘‘I wish Mase- 
field and Gordon Bottomley had been here 
themselves to hear the manner in which their 
verses were spoken—the reverent, honest, 
artistic way in which one after another 
rendered them. I may say not one of the 
entrants was mediocre, not one of you whom 
I should not have been glad. to have in a 
class as a possible leader. Iam not ont to 
discover showy talent; to me the greatest art 
is the art that is concealed. At the same 
time, there are artistic principles which under- 
lie all art. I hear at times perfect. diction 
with good equipment as far as voice is con- 
cerned, and I hear again someone hampered 
by a voice not completely developed; — but 
underneath all can be heard complete appre- 
jiation of what the poet meant. . There is 
Moo added that human emotion which is in- 
valuable—that quiet human emotion which 
carries with it the progressiveness that 1s 
demanded by all art. That is the artistic 
principle below the form, which, to my mind, 
is progressive.

His phrases 
here and there might have been more far- 
flung. “TI have never heard a class so 
uniformly good,"’ the adjudicator said, in 
conclusion. 

In the senior elocution class. for girls under 
nineteen and over sixteen, the large silver 
medal and 173 marks were awarded to Doreen 
Sharpe, the small silver medal and 167 marks 
to Eileen Pierce, and the bronze medal and 
164 marks to Betty Scott. Test pieces — 
“Hymn to Mithrvas’’ (Kipling) and “ Cap 
and Bells ” (W.- B. Yeats). 

In the elocution class for boys under 
sixteen and over fourteen the test pieces 
were :—‘‘ Egypt’s might is tumbled down" 
(M. E. Coleridge) and “ The Seven Ages of 
Man” (Shakespeare). The large silver 
medal and 164 marks were awarded to 
Bobbie Shaw, and the small silver medal and 
150 marks to Jack M’Dermott.

IN here were eight, entrants for the Belfast 
Cup for verse speaking, which is open to 
prize winners in the adult elocution classes 
and the senior ballad classes, : The cup Was 
awarded to Miss Eileen Miller, who got 180 
marks, Miss Gwen Gracey second place, got 
178 marks, and Mr. J. C. Cullen, third place 
177 marks. 
_ this, Mrs. Matthay said, was a particularly 
aiffieult adjudication. Al) had their own 
choice of subject, dealt with through their 
own particular gifts, and in their own wav. 
‘A work of art wants as its foundation 
a clear idea, and that idea beautifully ex. 
pressed, and carried out faithfully from start 
to finish, with exquisite proportion, It also 
requires selflessness. All these things go to 
help in the decision, 

“The winner of the cup,” Mrs. Matthay 
continued, “had what struck me as a fine 
voice, used, I might almost sav, to perfec- 
tion, One of the most beautiful thines ] 
have heard in its own particular genre was 
the way in which Scene II., Act If, of ‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream ” was given. Her 
second piece, ' La Belle Dame sans Merci,” 
was reminiscent of a art, rather like Botti- 
celli—deélicate, haunting, beautiful, alive. 
leaving behind it something which is memor- 
able for its beauty.’’ 

Miss Gracey gave Portia’s speech from 
the first scene in the fourth act of “ Fhe 
Merchant of Venice.”? Her Portia was a 
real woman, winsome and honest. In 
Nlecker’s ' Mary Magdalen” there was no 
striving after effect. It was very beautiful 
and sincere, 

Mr, J, C, Cullen’s “ King Lear,” Act IV.. 
Scene LIL, was fundamentally fine. He got 
quite into the character of the King. In 
“ Ecstacy "' (W. J. Turner) Mrs. Matthay 
said she was very much moved. As &p 
proached it as an artist, but spoke it in a 
very subdued tone. Speakers of verse, sne 
said, indulge too much in mezzo farte. In 
this poem he showed courage and a.wmen 
and real art. There was exquisite subtiety 
and softness. 


GIRLS’ CLUBS. 

Only a half-mark separated the first and 
second choirs in the competition in verse- 
speaking, for Senior Girls’ Clubs. The silver 
medal, with 86 marks, was awarded to the 
Social Service Girls Club team; the bronze 
medal (854) to St. Patrick's Girls’ Club 
(team A).

The St. Patrick's Cluh had the best ensemble 
and undoubtedly the best speaking of all the 
choirs.

Austra/ian Loans. 


In view of the reassuring statements re- 
garding the finances of Australia by the Com- 
monwealth Premier and the reform pro- 
gramme outlined by the Loan Council. it 
may be useful to indicate the yields of some 
of the Australian Government securities at 
current prices.

Stockhrok-rs’ Commiscions. 


Perhaps. because general business ‘is so 
slack, there is-a revival of the old discussion 
regarding the division of stockbrokers’ com- 
missions. In this matter London is rather 
exceptional. With one or two exceptions, the 
great provincial centres will not allow the 
commission of a broker to be shared with any 
agent, such as.a-banker or solicitor, and it 
is rather curious that London should continue 
a practice associated with which there are 
several objectionable features. The principle 
itself is unsatisfactory, for in no other pro- 
fession are fees shared with people who may 
introduce business;. but it is not on this 
ground only that it is felt there is need f-r 
reform. It is mainly because the system in 
London is very seriously abused. Virtually 
anybody can pose as an agent for the pur- 
pose of receiving half the broker’s commis- 
sion on orders introduced, and it is common 
knowledge that small private syndicates or 
trusts are formed for the express purpose of 
getting business dove at half rates, such 
syndicates or trusts being cornell by the 
parties who do the business. Thus the latter 
obtain a favour which is certainly contrary 
to the spirit, if not the letter, of the regula- 
tions goverving these matters. 


A Suevesrtion. 

Lefore long the Stock Exchange will elect 
a new committee, so that an opportunity 
offers of conducting a campaign in favour of 
a drastic alteration in the rules relating to 
brokers’ commissions. There is no doubt 
that, if the system could be completely 
abolished or the amount that an agent can 
get back were materially reduced, it would be 
pessible to introduce a substantially lower 
scale of brokers’ commissions, thus encourag- 
ing the general public to operate on a larger 
scale than they do now. That commisions

STRANGER visiting Great Britain now 
would be startled to find that agri- 
culture receives but grudging and 


scant attention from ‘the great political 
leaders. Yet it is gradually. compelling the 


unWilling interest of the more serious students 
of public’ affairs. Lord Beaverbrook has 
launched his Empire Free Trade policy, but 
has not answered—if he can answer—the argu- 
ments of British farmers that his scheme 
leaves their cattle and dairying interests just 
as open to overseas competition as they are 
to-day. Lord Lymington, on the other hand, 
has proposed that a fund, to be operated 
similarly to that now being administered in 
U.S.A, by the Federal Farm Board—a fund 
of £10,000,000—should be made available for 
Brit*sh *‘ Farm Relief.”’ 
In Scotland, indeed, even the Government 
is being driven to see whether a serious situa- 
tion can be met by @ new marketing policy— 
and here, although the politicians do appear 
to be moving, the farmers lack conviction 
that m:° :rs will go beyond the talking stage. 
In England conferences between farming 
bodies and the Minister of Agriculture are 
still at that stage; and from all these facts 
two things emerge clearly. One is that poli- 
ticlans will not—perhaps c.nnot—take any 
active helpful steps in respect of farm poli- 
cles unless they are driven to it by the pres- 
sure of a public opinion, which it lies out- 
side the power of the farmer to apply; and 
yet, in spite of this, in Britain as in the 
United States, Jaissez faire in farming 
policies is discredited and all but ended, 


The End of Laissez Faire. 

It is over forty years since Sir Horace Plun- 
kett foresaw this situation as inevitable in 
Ireland and ultimately, indeed, in Britain. 
to-day all the Enclish-speaking, self-govern- 
ing countries, and most European nations, 
recognise it. The vast sum placed by Con. 


gress at the disposal of the Federal 
i Farm. Board is the end of laissez 
faire, and portends the end of 
| that extreme individualism, of which a 


| very few years ago ** Brother Jonathan,” as 
drawn by the caricaturists of the U.S.A. at 
that time, and the rural ‘‘ Sandy,’’ the Scots- 
man of the Punch cartoons, were the ont- 
standing types. 

To-day, in Scotland, too—-perhaps, the last 
outpost of agricultural initiative—there is 
talk not only of a compulsory milk pool, but 
ol a potato pool on similar lines, Of course, 
individualism survives in France and middle 
Europe, -but- -with-a-net-too gradual--admix-. 
ture of State paternalism and rapid co-opera- 
tive growths. Fascism in Italy governs agri- 
cultural co-operation there, and whatever be 
the actual facts about the extermination of 
the Russian Xulak it is certain that the 
State’s policy is the development of compul- 
sory collectivism in agriculture. 


Where Compulsion Is Not Practised. 

Canada is still divided upon the question of 
voluntarism versus compulsion in its wheat 
pool policy; a few years ago the very. notien 
of compulsion would have been abhorrent to 
the Canadian mind, and now we find Mr. 
Scullin in Australia favouring in the councils 
of his ministerial colleagues a eompulsory : 
wheat pool there. Indeed these islands seem 
the only territory in whith as yet no practical 
effort to convert individualism in farming, 
not merely into voluntary co-operation, but 
into some form of enforeed collectivism, has 
not as yet been attempted. There is in Great 
Britain, !n Northern Ireland, and in our own 
State a common factor in public policy. In 
each of them it grows clearer that the farmer 
alone cannot, save himself from existing 
adversity, or, indeed, threatened calamity, 
without the aid of his Government; but in 
each of them—so far—it is admitted that 
the. Government cannot heip him unless he 
will help himself also. 


The Farmer and the State. 
One-instance of this came under our obser- 
vation a few days ago in London, where a 
quaint and novel legend, printed in bold type, 
arrested the eye prominenily displayed in 
the window of a provision merchant's shop:

The reason: for the embargo on 
potatoes is the existence of black scab or Wart 
disease, and the danger of introducing it 
into Canada.’

OPERATORS. 


R. T. Carty, Levitstown, Mageney, 
VI Un. Kildare, is a farmer who has sown 

wheat of the Yeoman 2 variety in 
April with successful results during the past 
five or six years. It turned out to be one 
of the best crops in that district of intensive 
and extensive farming. Mr. Carty had about 
400 acres of.-tillage Jast season and kept six 
tractors going all the time-—four on the lend 
and two for road work. 

This is a part of the country where tillage 
farming has been brought to a high standard 
of perfection, and the use of tractors 15 in 
creasing. 

The first agricultural tractor to appear in 
Ireland was a crude affair claimed io have 
been purchased by a South Kildare farmer in 
1910. There were no tractor’ ploughs then, 
and. the power unit had to content itsell 
with hauling one or two double furrow herse 
ploughs..

Under the horse-breeding scheme 190° mares 
were selected ‘for nominations,.while 130 were 
placed on the reserve list.

The number of premium bulls in the coun- 
try, including: sixteen placed by. the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture in congested districts, 
was 190, of the following breeds :—74 pedigree 
and 74 non-pedigree registered dairy bulis and 
42 Aberdeen Angus. 

Premiums for 76 Irish Large White boars 
were given. which, im addition to 62 second- 
year animals, made a total of 138. 

Much assistance was also given to farmers 
through the medium of lectures, experiments 
and ‘demonstrations, cow-testing, etc.
